Tha Scientific American, of January 


12th, publishes tho following interesting 
Bscount of tUeTons-BrooliS comet, which 
s;now plainly visible, and is rapidly in- 
creasing iu brightness: "This interesting 
comet is approaching its brightest phase. 
As soon as the.full moon of the 12this 
out o! the way, it will be in a [most fav- 
orable condition for observation until it 
reaches perihelion on the 2Ctn, and its 
course may be easily noted on every clear 
night. It was not plainly visible until 
Jie 21st o£ December, Jwhen it faintly 
(aimed fortfcin the constsllnticn Cygnns 
as a small nebulosity with a very small 
tail. Every clear night since, it has been ! 
distinctly seen, increasing in size and 
brightness, while its tail is lengthened 
into respectable dimensions. This is the 
naked eye view, ' In the telescope, it is a 
beautiful object, a round nebulous mass 
larger than the full moon, with a bright 
nucleus in the center, and with n largo 
tail extending east. 
Observers 
who 


watch it from night to night marvel atits 
rapid race over the sky. 
Making its way 


through Cygnus on the 'JSlst, when first 
permanently visible, on the "3d ib wan be- 
tween Gamma and Epsilon in tho south- 
ern arm of the cross. On OJjnsrmas night 
it was close to Epsilon, and on New 
Year's night it had passed thelbonudaries 
of'Cygnua and entered those of Pegasus. 
Making its way through Pegasus, and 
passing near Zeta of that constellation, it 
will soon be found in the vicinity of Be- 
ta in the constellation Pices. 
Traveling 


rapidly to the southeast, it will puss into 
Cetns, taking Phomix next iu its course, 
then Eripmus. 
Ou the last week in 


March it will be round in llorologium, 
whoii ita Instor will bo about, tlio same'as 
at tho time ot. discovery. 
After that 


time, it will soon be beyond the roach of 
tho most powerful telescopes, aud bo 
seen no more until ila return in tho year 
1955.

Tho comet Will rapidly diminish in 


luster alter perihelion, when it will bo! 
about 71,000,000 milea from the sun. It• 
will probably be visible in this latitude 
until the last of February. Its luster at 
perihelion will be four times greater than 
it was at its appearance in 1812. 
An interesting incident connected willi 


the comet was announced at a recent 
meeting ot tho Boston Scientific society. 
Ttie plane of the earth's orbit aud that of 
the comet coincided ou tlmCth of Decem- 
ber. Mr. Chandler, of the Harvard Col- 
logo observatory, had suggested previ- 
ously that when the earth reached that 
position iu space, meteors would be seen 
moving in the comet's orbit. Tho proph- 
ecy was fulfilled. On tho Light of the 
Ctii ot December threo.mo»borB of the 
society discovered twelve or more ino- 
teors radiating from this very point, in 
spacs.

Pous-Brooks comet will grow mr.cli 
bri "liter, and project its tail farther ml,. 
soaco before reaching perihelion,

there is always a fasoinatmg uncertainty 
about comets. Our present visitor has 
had ona or two sudden outburnts and lias 
suddenly grown dim. No one can tell 
what will come next; neither can any 
one understand why the comet that lonkn 
down upon us this year should lie rnnr 
times as bright as upon its former visi., 
seventy-one years ago! Wu must expect 
'changes as the lleet-footid visitor ap- 
proaches the sun. A noteworthy ohnnco 
is now going ou.

developed while the original ouo is nip- 
idly extending, aud observers Of tho pros- 
eut generation may behold the Ions:
